enforced today,

agreement among the employers as to the 
policy of paying advanced wages, owing to

O'Brien, contractor for the now Tribune 


building, notified his men last night that he 
would not pay the advanced wages, and work 
on that structure will probably stop today.

The device consisLs offou 
tabes, about six inches iu diameter and si 
teen inches long, attached to under side o 
the can cover, extending through tho cover 
fcu<l provided with tightly-fitting cover 
These tubes aro to bo filled with water o 
ice, and whou the whole is tit tod to the mi! 
cm the water lubes sink partly in tho mil! 
floating the cover so as to prevent the mil 
from slopping, aud at the same time cooliu 
it from the surface. In the centre of tl 
cover, and between the four tubes naroec' 
is ail opening • with an ingenious arraugt 
rafmt for ventilating tho milk nnd allowin 
the animal odor to pass out, while at th 
sauio time the milk is prevented from e.
